Ho-Chunk Hotel undergoing major changes

Ten years after its opening in 
2000, the lodging accommodations 
at Ho-Chunk Hotel & Convention 
Center are taking on a new and 
improved look. 

Hotel Executive Manager, Jon 
Warner explained that as part of 
following the industry trend, the 
Nation’s flagship hotel will soon be 
offering different room packages. 
Warner stressed that while the level 
of customer service will remain 
consistent throughout the hotel, 
rooms will now be priced according 
to their location within the hotel and 
the features and amenities offered. 

Since it opened, all rooms in the 
hotel were priced the same, regard- 
less of where in the hotel they were 
located. The new and updated look 
will feature four classes of rooms; 
Deluxe, Custom, Luxury and 
Premium, that will all offer differ- 
ent degrees of amenities. Warner 
explained, for example, that the 
Deluxe rooms will be remodeled 
versions of the old standard rooms, 
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while upgraded rooms may 
be closer to the Aquatic 
Center or offer the patron 
fresh flowers in the rooms 
upon arrival. He added that 
when the remodeling is 
completed, the hotel will 
have only 24 Deluxe rooms, 
all on the first floor. All oth- 
er rooms will be upgrades to 
what was previously offered. 
The changes will reduce the 
number of rooms available 
from 315 to 296. 

During the renovation all 
rooms in the hotel are being 
recarpeted and repainted. 
The furniture and beds will 
be new and each room will 
have a flat screen television. 
The bathrooms all will have 
a new look. In some rooms, 
the bathrooms have been 
moved and separate shower 
and bath will be added. 

Each floor will now have its 
own laundry area with vend- 
ing machines. The hallways 
walls and floors throughout 
the hotel are also being 
given a new look. 

Warner continued that 
the renovation includes the 
creation of a VIP Wing on 
the fourth floor. Twenty 
rooms will become 10 larger 
rooms and a special access 
card will be needed to get 
into that wing that will also 
feature a lounge area. 

The renovation project 
started in February when the 
entire first floor closed and 
Warner is expecting the en- 
tire project to be completed 
in June. 

From April 11 -May 14 
there will be 55 rooms avail- 
able at the hotel. On May 
14, 72 rooms on the first 
floor are expected to reopen. 
Rooms on the second floor 
are expected to open on 
May 22. The third floor is 
expected to open on June 17 
and the fourth floor on June 
19. During the construction,

hotel staff has made arrange- 
ments with other hotels in 
the area to provide rooms 
for Convention Center pa- 
trons and other guests. 

While touring the ho- 
tel, Warner explained that 
typically, a hotel renovates 
or upgrades three to seven 
percent of its rooms annu- 
ally. Because the hotel was 
10 years old and a decision 
was made to follow industry 
standards, the changes were 
needed, he said. 

The Interior Designer is 
Devenish Associates, Inc. 
from Madison, WI. Maas 
Brothers Construction from 
Watertown, WI is in charge 
of the construction manage- 
ment. 

In early April, Maas 
Brothers had about 35 car- 
penters, electricians, plumb- 
ers and other personnel 
working at the site. Much of 
the work was being done by 
Ho-Chunk Hotel staff mem- 
bers and the Nation’s TERO 
and 477 programs have also 
provided help. 

Warner added that because 
fewer rooms are available

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The Journey of Hope to Beat Diabetes 

Annual Conference focuses on prevention and education

On April 6-7, nearly 300 
Ho-Chunk Nation members 
and other visitors attended the 
6th Annual Keeping Hope 
Alive Diabetes Conference 
at Ho-Convention Center in 
Wisconsin Dells. 

Along with speakers and 
breakout sessions that focused 
on the cause and prevention 
of a disease that affects 
nearly 23 million Americans, 
the event gave those 
attending the opportunity 
to participate in exercise 
activities and learn more 
about proper diet and exercise 
by visiting various booths 


throughout the Convention 
Center. Comedian Mark 
Yaffee and musician 
Jason “Smoke” Nichols 
were part of the Tuesday 
evening entertainment. The 
Winnebago Sons provided 
songs at the beginning and at 
the end of the conference. 

In their opening remarks 
Ho-Chunk Nation health 
providers, Dr. Alec 
Thundercloud and Dr. Amy 
DeLong explained that 
although the Nation has made 
great strides in educating its 
members about diabetes, the 
“Journey of Hope to Beat 
Diabetes” is a long way from 
the finish line. 

Dr. Thundercloud, the 
Ho-Chunk Nation’s Medical 
Director, is confident the 
disease can be prevented. 

“We have a cure for diabetes,” 
he said. “That is prevention.” 
He added that we need to 
educate children about healthy 
lifestyles, a job that should 
not be left entirely to health 
providers. “We need the 
Nation’s mothers and fathers 
to help us,” he concluded. 

Dr.DeLong, a physician at 
the House of Wellness, agrees 
that diabetes is 100 percent 
preventable. Concerned that 


one-quarter of the Nation’s 
membership has the disease, 
Dr. DeLong urged everyone 
“to take charge of your own 
health and make the changes 
needed to prevent or control 
the disease.” Because the 
Nation has provided the help 
needed to learn about the 
diabetes, she encouraged 
everyone to learn about and 
take control of the disease 
if diagnosed. Because 
establishing a proper diet is 
one of the keys to preventing 
diabetes, she stressed the 
need to eat healthier and eat 
together as a family. She 
asked that families “turn off 
the TV and turn on to family 


meals.” 

The Master of Ceremonies 
throughout the conference 
was Jason “Smoke” Nichols, a 
Nakota/Chippewa Cree, who 
shared his story of personal 
tragedy and offered his ideas 
on how to distribute health 
ideas and things in Native 
communities. “If we teach 
our kids to respect our elders 
and if we work together, we 
can make the changes that 
make healthy communities.” 

Smoke explained that 
he visited over 250 Native 
communities last year and 
throughout his travels he 
noticed that there was a lack 
of the stories and recipes 
being passed on to the 
younger generation. “We 
need to push our youth 
toward a healthy lifestyle and 
diet,” he said. “It starts with 
teaching kids our culture.” 

The father of six children, 
ages two to 10, Nichols 
shared the tragic story of 
his oldest child’s suicide 
two years ago. Then a sixth 
grader, his 12-year-old was 
doing well in school and in 
extracurricular activities. 
“However,” he said, “my 
daughter had a life I never 
knew about.” What he didn’t 


know, he said, was that his 
daughter was being bullied 
and forced to do things that he 
believes she ordinarily would 
not done or tried to do. 

When she was found dead 
in her room with a piece of 
clothing around her neck, 
apparently the victim of a 
“choking game” popular 
with today’s youth, Nichols 
admitted “I couldn’t figure out 
what happened. Her death 
made me reevaluate my life as 
a man.” 

Nichols believes that 
because what the youth are 
doing today will affect future 
generations; they need to 
be taught what generates 
a healthy lifestyle. He 
stressed that when he is at 
home he and his children eat 
together and watch TV that 
is educational or culturally 
orientated. 

He is concerned that Native 
youth have few people they 
can relate to in sports or 
politics. Because of the lack 
of Native role models in 
the national media, Nichols 
warned “there is a need 
to give our kids a positive 
identity in their communities 
that will lead to a healthy 
lifestyle.” He added that 
tribal communities need to 
work with public school 
districts to create more 
programs geared to Native 
youth. 

Nichols explained that 
there is money available to 
help tribal communities, and 
tribes need to take advantage 
of what’s available. “It’s 
time for the movement that 
led Native people into the 
mainstream in sports and 
politics,” he said. 

He concluded that Native 
communities need to learn 
how to distribute healthy 
foods to their members. 
“Major companies know how 
to distribute Coke and candy 
to our people. It’s time we 
started distributing healthy 
ideas and things in our 
communities.” He promised 
that “if we work together we 
can make the changes.” 

Later, Nichol’s wife 
Melissa shared her views on 
what parents, families and 
communities can do to raise a 
healthier generation.

On March 17, a presentation 
was held at the House of 
Wellness in Baraboo, to 
inform community members 
of the new dangers involving 
our youth and prescription 
drugs. The event was 
sponsored by Ho-Chunk 
Social Services Department. 

Skittling, is a slang term 
which refers to the abuse of 
cough syrup. The term comes 
from the fact that cough 
medicine pills are often red or 
brightly colored and resemble 
skittles candy. “Skittling” is 
taking extremely large doses 
of cough medicine to get high. 


Are you concerned about 
your children or grandchildren 
having easy access to 
prescribed medications? Some 
youth have been taking these 
prescription pills from their 
parents, grandparents and 
anywhere else that they have 
access to them. When mixed 
with other drugs they can 
pose a real threat to the health 
of the youth abusing them. 

Pharmicist Ted Hall spoke 
on how, “All prescription 
drugs are dangerous if not 
taken as prescribed. There are 
many factors that go into the 
dosing in these drugs, such 
as weight, other medications 
being taken, age. . .etc. When 


these drugs are mixed and 
ingested, the consequences 
can be fatal.” 

Preventative measures 
can be taken by parents, 
community members and 
schools. It is extremely 
important that everyone 
involved become educated 
on skittling. Talk to your 
children about the dangers, 
and lock all prescription drugs 
away in a safe container. 

Elders that were in 
attendance were given locked 
security boxes to keep their 
prescription pills in a safe 
place.

Ho-Chunk Nation Healing 
Center Project moves forward

At a March 31 meeting 
held with Project Facilitator 
Tom Weber and architect 
Tom Strollo, members of the 
Ho-Chunk Nation Healing 
Center Project and other 
tribal members continued to 
identify what they believe will 
be needed to provide a safe 
place for those who need to 
heal. 

After touring other 
facilities, Project members 
Carson Funmaker, Jean 
Ann Day and Rep. Roberta 
Decorah shared some of what 
they saw. While all the other 
facilities offered something 
positive, the three agreed 
that physically, the proposed 
Healing Center should be a 
place that makes people feel 
welcome. When creating an 
environment where Ho-Chunk 
people will come to be reborn 
or reprogrammed, Funmaker 
stressed, “We do not want 
to create an institutional 
environment.” 

In his preliminary sketches, 
Strollo has the Center taking 
the shape of a cipoteke, 
part of his desire to create 
something that reflects the 
Native culture. Rep. Decorah, 
who stated that she has been 
praying for something like 
this since 2002 added, “We 
want the people to know it’s 
a safe place for them. We’ve 
seen the bad. Now we want 
to see the good stuff. It will 
be a cultural shift.” 

While the current focus is 
on the Healing Center, Day 
would like to see a Juvenile 
Justice Center be built nearby. 
The combination of services 
would be the first of its kind 
in Indian Country, she said, 


and would “help our children 
learn to be Ho-Chunk again.” 

Though it has not been 
decided if the Healing Center 
will offer outpatient or 
residential care, or perhaps 
both, separate living quarters 
for men and women are in 
the preliminary plan. Weber 
stressed “the building isn’t 
important as what goes on 
within the building is.” As 
the Nation seeks to help those 
coming to the Center using 
a holistic approach, tribal 
member Conroy Greendeer 
urged that Project members 
develop a healing program 
based on teaching Ho-Chunk 
values. “Conventional ways 
are not working and we need 
to take a different perspective 
and teach the Ho-Chunk way. 
We need to put our hearts and 
minds into it,” he said. 

Following a brief discussion 
on services would be covered 
by insurance; Day noted 
that as a part of executing 
our sovereignty, “the Nation 
should tell insurance how 
much they will pay.” Rep. 
Decorah added “if we do this 
right we can help all Native 
people.” 

Because he believes that the 
site selection and costs “can 
make or break a program,” 
Weber explained the need to 
select a site and decide how 
many patients the Healing 
Center can serve. “Obviously 
the larger the building the 
more expensive it will be,” 
he said. This was Meeting 
#1 1 of the “Kijire Nagu” 
Development Project and after 
discussing the sites still under 
consideration, Weber stated 
that the planning process was 
ahead of schedule. “We’re 
at the point in the planning 


where pretty soon Tom 
(Strollo) and I are gonna start 
pushing for answers.” 

After touring various Ho- 
Chunk Nation owned sites, 
the Development Project team 
has narrowed the choices to 
the O’Conner Property in 
Eau Claire County, Whirling 
Thunder Ranch and Muscoda. 

As reported earlier, the 
design of the building will be 
culturally related and built 
to provide an abundance of 
natural light. Strollo added 
that the mechanics of the 
building will be kept simple 
as a means of avoiding high 
repair and maintenance costs. 
Current plans call for the 
treatment facility (the main 
building) to have a lobby, a 
great room that will be an 
area for family visits, group 
rooms, counselor offices, 
classrooms, meditation rooms, 
restrooms and offices. Most 
of the rooms will be multi- 
functional. The main building 
will also have a dining room, 
kitchen, laundry and indoor 
recreation area. Patient living 
quarters will feature two 
bedrooms, a living room and 
a bathroom with no kitchen. 
Weber concluded, “We’re 
not building a monument. 
We’re building a functioning 
building that will be designed 
to expand and change in the 


future if needed.” 

The Circle of Care Master 
Plan is a cultural program 
that includes the involvement 
or creation of the Traditional 
Court, Detox Center, Medical 
Center, Juvenile Facility, 
Adult Treatment Facility, 
Re-Entry Facility Program, 
Aftercare Facility Program 
and Educational Vocational 
Program. 

After discussing budgeting 
and forecasting costs, 
identifying potential start 
up funding streams and 
establishing a finance sub- 
committee to initiate contacts 
for financial support, Weber 


outlined the next steps for the 

project. They include: 

• Refine site evaluation 
criteria for consideration 
of the process for site 
recommendation. 

• Receive collected data, 
analyze the data and provide 
summary statements to the 
Data Review Team. Engage 
in bed projections and bed 
forecasting. 

• Develop facility concept/ 
footprint/layout of facility 
for Planning Review Team. 

• Draft initial Comprehensive 
Master Plan Report.

The Ho-Chunk Nation 
shined on March 24, 201 1 
when they were presented 
with 2 WisDOT Tribal 
Affairs Transportation Safety 
Awards at the Wisconsin 
Tribal Transportation Safety 
Summit held in Hayward, 
WI. The planning committee 
selected award winners in the 
following areas: Engineering 
Safety, Education Safety, 
Safety Enforcement and 
Emergency Response. 

Nikki Thunder-Kiesow, 
Motor Vehicle Injury 
Prevention Coordinator, 
was presented an award for 
Education. Thunder-Kiesow 
also gave a presentation 
at the Summit titled, 
“Strategies to Reduce Motor 
Vehicle Injuries in Native 
American Communities.” 

The presentation described 
Ho-Chunk Safety Campaigns 
which detailed her work 
throughout the years with 
the Motor Vehicle Injury 


Prevention Program which 
include: Car seat events, seat 
belt presentations, car crash 
simulations, safety camps, 
safety expos, and health 
and wellness safety expos. 
Mrs. Thunder-Kiesow has 
spoken many times at various 
events for diverse groups of 
Transportation professionals, 
colleagues, and community 
members. On the topic of 
presenting Nikki feels, “It is 
a good experience getting the 
program out there and letting 
people know about it.” 

The CDC (Center for 
Disease Control) Motor 
Vehicle Injury Prevention 
Pilot Program began in 2005 , 
the funding was obtained by 
retired grants writer, Linda 
Severson and the HCN 
Department of Health. There 
were only 4 tribes selected 
by the CDC, which include 
the Ho-Chunk Nation, 

San Carlos Apache Tribe, 
White Mountain Apache 
Tribe and Tohono O’Odham 
Apache Tribe. This is the 
first award that Nicole has 


won for the program and 
strives to make the program 
successful. She wants to 
impact the community and 
target different groups to raise 
awareness on Motor Vehicle 
Injury Prevention Issues. 

An Engineering award was 
also presented to the BIA 
Roads Division/Coleman 
Engineering Co. for a 3-sided 
culvert project located in 
the town of Brockway. This 
was in recognition of the 
Brockway Road Culvert 
Replacement Project that 
began after flooding occurred 
in Black River Falls in 
September 2010. The project 
will be completed later this 
spring. The culvert’s design 
follows the FEMA 100 year 
flood requirement. Kevin 
Trevillian was the designer. 
This is the first award that the 
HCN BIA Roads Division has 
won. 

There are plans for 
two other projects in 
the future similar to this 
project. The Awards will 
be presented formally this 


fall at the Wisconsin Tribal 
Transportation Conference. 

Due to the snowstorm that 
hit during the conference, 
organizers of the event 
decided to offer the summit 
via webinar, allowing both 
the speakers and participants 
to be present online versus 
missing the event completely, 


or ending up in a ditch 
trying to get there. Some 
of the topics included Crash 
Data, GIS Mapping, FHWA 
Highway Safety Improvement 
Program, Engineering 
Projects, Educational 
Campaigns, and Enforcement/ 
EMS.

The swimming 
pool located at the House of Wellness is also at the 
same level of cleanliness as the one at Ho-Chunk 
Casino.

Gas prices on the rise

An abrupt jump in gas 
prices has motorists once 
again peeved at the pumps. 

Oil industry expert’s said 
popular uprisings, especially 
in Libya, Egypt and Bahrain, 
sent gasoline prices up 
because of the rise in the price 
of crude oil- the feedstock for 
making gasoline. 

The United States derives 
about two-thirds of its oil 
from abroad, and half of that 
comes from the Middle East. 

While the price of bread, 
milk, and other daily 
necessities remains fairly 
consistent, gas prices often 


seem quite illogical. However, 
it’s not the gas station owner 
who is determining the price 
you pay at the pump. Over 
85 percent of the price of 
gasoline is determined before 
it even arrives at the station. 

As you might expect, 
supply and demand is one of 
the key factors that causes 
gas prices to rise. During 
the summer, when drivers 
typically plan vacations the 
price of gas goes up. Gas 
prices also rise briefly around 
Thanksgiving, Christmas, and 
other holidays where people 
are expected to travel.

“If you can’t beat’em, 
join ’em” Oil is one of the 
main commodities to own 
when protecting oneself 
against inflation. It impacts 
our daily life more than any 
other commodity. It is a 
strong belief that commodities 


(and related equities) will 
provide the greatest gains 
over the next 5 years. So 
why not own the king of all 
commodities and one of the 
most direct hedges against 
raising gas prices. You can 
work with your financial 
advisor to purchase ETF or 
mutual funds that either invest 
in oil or are heavily correlated 
to the price of oil. That way, 
when the price of oil goes up 
you can comfortably relax and 
know that your portfolio is 
getting larger.

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Records Management 
Division expands

Recognized as one of the premier 
programs of its kind in Indian County, 
the Ho-Chunk Nation Records 
Management Division has recently 
added more space to its cold storage 
and secure vault areas. 

Built as an addition to existing 
cold storage warehouse near the 
Executive Building, the new 
addition features a 1 ,400 square 
foot vault capable of holding over 
4,000 boxes of permanently stored 
records, a cold storage area with the 
potential to shelve 9,000 boxes, an 
environmentally clean shredder room 
and an office to be shared by Records 
Division personnel. 

Currently the Division has 
approximately 30,000 boxes of 
information stored in the Executive 
Building and nearby warehouse, 
including nearly 3,000 boxes of 
permanently archived government 
information stored in a fire proof

vault. 

BIA regulations order that non- 
permanent, cold storage records 
must be held for a certain number of 
years before they can be destroyed 
and with the Nation’s enterprises and 
government expanding, the shelves 
at both locations were near maximum 
capacity. For example, Records 
Division Manager Denise Redbird 
stated that in 2008-2009 the Division 
received nearly 11,000 boxes of 
information that needed to be stored 
for at least five years. The same year 
only 6,100 boxes were eligible to be 
shredded. 

Cold storage items include 
enterprise receipts, gaming records, 
employee timesheets, applications 
and personnel hies. Because most 
items in cold storage need to be kept a 
minimum of five years before they can 
be destroyed, Denise explained that 
the cold storage area in both locations 
are 95 percent full and the shelves 
were filling up faster every year. She 
added that records currently stored in 
the Executive building will remain 
there. 

Smoke alarms and detectors are 
located throughout the warehouse and 
the new vault features new protection. 
Because the items in the vault need to 
be protected from fire without using 
water, a Sapphire Suppression System 
that releases a gas to put out a fire has 
been installed. The vault also features 
an automatic system that moves the 
shelves and allows easier access to the 
stored boxes. Denise said that before 
information is put into the vault, each 
item is scanned and cleaned with an 
acid free material designed to prevent 
the paper aging process. “A hundred 
years from now, the paper records in 
the vault will still be preserved,” she 
added. 

Although the cold storage portion of 
the expanded warehouse will not be 
heated, the vault is climate controlled. 
The office is equipped with heated 
floors, air conditioning and a restroom. 

The records shredder is located in a

separate room that features a system 
that filters the dust outside, offering 
more protection to the employees 
working in that area. 

In addition to storing records that 
tell the Nation’s history, the Records 
Division serves as a daily source of 
information to employees and tribal 
members. Archivist Bethany Redbird 
explained that typical requests range 
from someone from the Department 
of Justice wanting minutes of a 
legislative meeting to someone in 
Treasury needing old receipts. She 
explained that the Division typically 
does about 50 searches a month 
for employees and a handful a year 
for tribal members just wanting 
information. 

Denise recalled when it could take 
days to get someone the information 
they wanted. “When I started 17 years 
ago, we physically went through the 
boxes looking for answers,” she said. 
“Times have changed.” 

Bethany explained and 
demonstrated that because some of 
the records placed in the vault are 
electronically hied before being put 
into storage, a request for information 
can usually be filled in a few minutes. 

Employees began moving in to the

office the week of March 21 and plans 
are to offer a tour of the building at a 
later date. 

Record Division employees 
moving to the new office are Division 
Manager Denise Redbird, Archivist 
Bethany Redbird and Record Clerks, 
John Szarfmski and Candace Conant. 
Camera Operators Mark Deford and 
Sharon Cain will continue to work in 
the Executive Building. 


Community Center coming to Dells Dam

On March 23, the Ho- 
Chunk Nation Housing & 
Community Development 
Agency-HHCDA announced 
that it had been awarded 
a $600K HUD Indian 
Community Block Grant, 
funding that will go toward 
the construction of a 
Community Center in Dells 
Dam, an Area I community 
located 15 miles from Black 
River Falls. 

HHCDA Development of 
Modernization Director, Neil 
Whitegull said the need for a 
Community Center in the area 
has been discussed in the past 
and the funding will provide 
a place for the 68 Ho-Chunk 
Nation members who live in 
Clark County to have a place 
to hold weddings, family 
gatherings and other social 
and educational events. 

In the application, 

HHCDA Grant Writer, Paul 
Tysee noted that the Center 
will satisfy the growing 
communities need for 
convenience. The nearest 
Ho-Chunk Nation facility 
is in Black River Falls and 


Tysee stated that particularly 
in the winter, snow covered 
and slippery roads make the 
trip unsafe. He stated that 
having their own meeting site 
will help Dells Dam residents 
preserve their traditional 
culture, as people will stay in 
the community and not move 
to Black River Falls. 

At a Listening Session 
conducted by HHCDA at 
Dells Dam earlier this year, 
residents stressed that when a 
tornado struck the community 
last summer, a place like 
the Community Center 
would have provided a safe, 
comforting gathering space 
for the community to share 
their thoughts and recover. 

Plans call for the 
Community Center to be 
built on the Whitebear 
Property on Bush Road. 
Although the Nation was 
awarded funding that will 
cover about 80 percent of 
the estimated project costs, 
Whitegull explained that 
because Congress has not yet 
approved and passed the HUD 
budget for the 2011 fiscal 
year, he is uncertain when the 
Nation will actually receive 


the funds. He added that 
typically funds are allocated 
two to three months after the 
budget is approved. Although 
the Community Center would 
not have to be on trust land 
property, Whitegull added 
that HHCDA may have to 
wait for approval of the 
trust application that was 
submitted for the site that is 
currently fee simple property 
owned by the Nation. If the 
trust application and HUD 
budget are approved, HHCDA 
expects to begin construction 
sometime this summer. 

Tysee stated that the 
proposed 4,000-square-foot 


building will feature a large 
community fellowship hall 
and coatroom, a full service 
kitchen with appliances 
and a serving counter, a 
conference/office room, 
classrooms, restrooms and 
mechanical space. He added 
that the conference room and 
classroom would provide 
space for on-site educational 
activities, including Ho- 
Chunk language and cultural 
instruction. 

The project will involve 
site work; including 
clearing, leveling, grading 
and the construction of a 
driveway, parking lot and 


sidewalks. HHCDA will 
work with the Ho-Chunk 
Nation Environmental 
Health Division to develop 
the needed water, sewer and 
drainage infrastructure. 

Tysee concluded that during 
the construction phase of the 
project, employment for low- 
income HHCDA community 
members will be promoted 
by coordination between the 
Nation’s TERO Office and 
the contractor. At least in the 
short term, he believes this 
will help reduce the very high 
unemployment rate among 
Ho-Chunk Nation Clark 
County households.

Thirteen members of the Ho-Chunk 
Nation spent the weekend of March 
25-28 performing at the Ida’ina 
Gathering, an international pow-wow 
held in Anchorage, AK. 

Hosted by the Tebughna Foundation 
that was founded in 2007 to preserve, 
enhance, educate and serve the 
community of Tyonek and the 
shareholders of the Tyonek Native 
Corporation (TNC), the Gathering is 
held to promote friendship with the 
Beach People of Tyonek. 

The TNC is an international firm 
that delivers a range of services 
that range from manufacturing, 
engineering, aircraft maintenance and 
tourism. 

The Ho-Chunk Drum, Little 
Thunder, was one of only two from 
outside Alaska to appear at the 
Gathering and singer William Collins 
explained how the group came to play 
at the celebration. The group was 
contacted last fall by TNC President 
Michaelene Stephan, who later hosted 
and arranged the groups’ visit to 
Alaska. To pay for the trip, the group 
raised approximately $2,000, a figure 


matched by the Legislature. All 
other costs were covered by the event 
organizers. 

The contingent left Minneapolis 
on March 25 and returned on March 
28. Along with participating in the 
pow-wow, the Ho-Chunk singers 
and dancers put on a special show on 
Sunday, March 27. Among the dances 
featured at the show were the Men’s 
Woodland and Fish Dances and the 
Women’s Applique Old-Style Scrub 
and Swan Dances. The group also 
performed the Snake and Friendship 
Dances. 

Collins stated that although the 
trip was short the visit to Alaska was 
memorable. “We thank all the people 
in Alaska for the great time and great 
hospitality. We’ve song all over the 
United States and have never been 
treated as well as we were by the 
pow-wow organizers and the citizens 
of Alaska. We will miss the very 
special people of Alaska. We hope to 
come out again soon. We made great 
friends and will cherish that friendship 
forever. Thank you for making this a 
great pow-wow experience.” 

The group wishes to thank the Ho- 
Chunk Legislature for their support 


and other departments in the Nation 
that made the trip possible. For 
example, Administration provided 
the transportation to and from the 
Minneapolis Airport. Collins added 


that the Little Thunder Singers also 
wanted to thank all the other singers 
who couldn’t make the trip but “were 
with us in spirit.”

Basket Biography Helen Lone Tree

Helen Whiteagle Lone tree is a 
Hochungra master basket weaver of 
10 basket forms and has complete 
knowledge of the black ash tree 
acquisition, pounding, and material 
preparation. Helen is skilled in 
carving bent wood handles with 
attachments. Helen was taught 
Hochungra basket making since 
the age of 5 by her parents, Sara 
and Floyd Whiteagle, and her 
grandmother, Annie swan Hindsley. 
Helen has 72 years of basket making 
experience and is 77 years of age. 
Helen was taught basket making in 
the vicinities of Lacrosse, Wisconsin 
in the winter and Wisconsin Dells, 
Wisconsin in the summer. Helen 
had 4 sisters and 2 brothers who 
did not learn Hochungra basket 
making. Helen weaves a triple twill 
weave basket which was designed 
by her mother Sara Whiteagle; and 
weaves the lampshade basket which 
has no bottom or top; designed and 
wove a round, basket with a single 
carved drop handle. Helen has 


full knowledge of dying and color 
preparation and has been known in 
her early days to pound and finish a 
log non-stop in 2 hours, and finish 
material preparation in 2 days, a 
record setting feat of 46 hours. 

Helen fondly recalls the “basket 
bees “which happened when a 
Hochungra family was in need of 
help. The basket makers all gathered , 
anywhere from 3 to 10 basket makers, 
at the family’s home , bringing then- 
tools , donated food and worked 
from sunrise to sunset . Some basket 
makers even came the day before and 
slept overnight, not minding sleeping 
on the floor. The log pounders 
pounded logs all day and prepared 
materials for weaving. There was a 
designated person to do the dying of 
materials, and of course, a designated 
cook. It was a time of happiness and 
much laughter, with all the proceeds 
of the basket sales going to the needy 
family. After the basket bee the 
others would have their turns having 
a basket bee at their home. According 
to legend, a black ash tree spoke to 
a woman in a vision and told her to 


follow its instructions and her people 
would never starve. There was never 
a question of hotel accommodations, 
mileage or stipends. Helen recalls, 
“No one got paid . . .it was not a 
tradition. . .Frank and Mary Thunder 
would come and we would weave and 
make baskets. . .my relative, Margie 
Whiteeagle slept on the floor.” 

Helen says, “I enjoy making 
baskets as a pastime”, and thinks the 
Hochungra should continue basket 
making because it is a “lost art”. 

Helen tells about the various tools 
used in those days, “a single-bit axe 
for pounding, a drop- knife for peeling 
. . .someone brought a jackhammer 
with a right foot which was used 
to pound logs.” (the jackhammer 
split the fibers and was never used.) 
Among the tools used was a unique 
weft splitter which the men hand 
carved out of wood and customized 
it to fit each individual’ cut various 
sizes of strips for weaving, which they 
named “wiruso”. 

Helen’s biggest problem in basket 
making is getting the materials. Helen 
can weave a shopping basket in 2

hours, fastest time; a round swing 
handle basket, 5 to 6 hours, longest 
time; Her worst basket was a little 
square one which she wove when she 
was 6 years old. Helen said “The best 
basket I ever made was a round single 
wood carved drop handle basket 
which I wove in 2009 for Barack 
Obama, The President of the United 
States.”

“He is a good example 
of a Ho-Chunk warrior and 
officer in the Wisconsin Army 
National Guard,” Robert 
Mann, veterans service officer 
for the Ho-Chunk Nation, 
said of Klauser. “He served 
his people, his country, and 
the Wisconsin National Guard 
proudly. He has earned the 
status of warrior ever since he 
signed up and went into the 
military.” 

Brig. Gen. Mark Anderson, 
commander of the Wisconsin 
Army National Guard, agreed. 

“It was not hard to realize 
his tremendous effort and 
dedication, what he has 
already accomplished, what 
he has done, what he has 
been, and the value he has 
provided to this organization 
and nation,” Anderson said. 

Klauser is one of 74

or Alaskan native heritage. 
Mann related how, during a

The Nation remembers 
Vietnam veterans

On March 29, the Ho-Chunk Nation 
paid tribute to all Vietnam veterans 
during ceremonies held at the Execu- 
tive Building in Black River Falls and 
Ho-Chunk Gaming-Wisconsin Dells. 

March 29, 1973 is recognized as 
the day the United States officially 
withdrew all combat forces from the 
Republic of Vietnam. To recognize 
and thank all the men and women who 
served in the military during the Viet- 
nam era, on July 20, 2009, Wisconsin 
Governor James Doyle signed the Viet- 
nam Veterans Day Bill, proclaiming 
that every March 29; Vietnam veterans 
would be remembered and thanked for 
their service. 

At the Executive Building, Ho- 
Chunk Nation Veterans Service Officer, 
Robert Mann stated that to his knowl- 
edge, approximately 230 Ho-Chunk 
men and women served during the 
Vietnam era, recognized as September 
26, 1959 to April 30, 1975. Aware 
that all who served sacrificed, Mann 
noted that one Ho-Chunk warrior, El- 
liot DeCora made the ultimate sacrifice 
when he was killed serving in Vietnam 
on August 18, 1968. 

Following a prayer offered by Gor- 
don Thunder, guest speaker Thuy 
(pronounced Twee) Smith, co-author of 
the Vietnam Veterans Day Bill and the 
founder and President of Thuy Smith 
International Outreach, shared her 
story and some of her experiences with 
Vietnam era veterans.

Born in Vietnam to an American GI 
father and a Cambodian mother, Thuy 
came to the United States as an infant 
with her parents. Part to be an “Amer- 
asian”, Thuy believes that while nearly 
40 years ago the conflict ripped fami- 
lies apart and that many of the Ameri- 
can soldiers have still not recovered 
from what they saw and experienced, 
“by coming together we can all heal.” 
Her organization was founded in part, 
to bridge the gap between veterans and 
non- veterans in every community. 

Thuy has traveled to Vietnam eight 
times in her life and in recent years has 
grown close to many American soldiers 
who served in the conflict. To bring a 
sense of closure, a soldier called and 
asked that she return a possession (a 
belt buckle) he took home from Viet- 
nam decades ago. 

Thuy acknowledged that while 80 
percent of today’s Vietnam population 
does not remember the era or were 
born after the fighting stopped, many 
American soldiers still care about what 
happens in Vietnam today. 

She concluded that “today is a won- 
derful day to thank our veterans and 
take time to appreciate what they have 
done.” 

Songs throughout the ceremony held 
at the Executive Building were provid- 
ed by the Iron Mound Singers. Flags 
were brought in by the Andrew Black- 
hawk American Legions Post 129, and 
a luncheon and cake cutting ceremony 
was held in the cafeteria.

After an absence of many years, 
Lesko last visited the orphan- 
age in Vietnam in 2000. When 
he returned, many of the faces he 
saw were those that he last saw 
when they were kids. They are 
now adults. Some never get the 
chance to live life to the fullest 
due to Agent Orange, a poisoning 
chemical used during Vietnam, with 
symptoms such as liver dysfunc- 
tion, severe personality disorders, 
cancers, or birth defects that have 
affected many Vietnamese people 
and those who served there. 

Lesko was very thankful and hon- 
ored to be asked to be this year’s 
guest speaker. He said, “When 
we came back from Vietnam we 
were outcasts. It wasn’t until last 
year at LZ Lambeau that we were 
welcomed back, and it was very 
moving.” He also attended the cer- 
emony that took place at Ho-Chunk 
Gaming Black River Falls last year 
and hopes to come back in 2012.

Education seen as the key to 
protecting historical mounds

For the past year, Wisconsin 
Rapids resident Ronald Harris 
has been working to establish 
a Historic Site Preservation 
Committee that would help 
educate the public about the 
historic sites in Wood County. 

Of a particular concern 
to Harris is an RV park and 
campground near Nekoosa 
that is the site of the Ross 
Lake Indian Mounds. The 
park and campground are on 
private property and Harris, 
a non-Native, has witnessed 
recreational vehicles, fire pits 
and picnic tables continue to 
damage the mounds. 

A lifelong resident of 
the area, Harris explained 
that prior to 1970 the land 
was an open held that the 
former owner of the property 
recognized as being culturally 
significant to Native people. 
There were signs and maps 
of the mounds at the site, he 
recalled. He noted that over 
the years, various artifacts 
have also been found at 
the site. Local historian 
Dave Engel agreed that a 
Preservation Committee could 
be good source for educating 
the public about the history 
of Wood County. In 2002, 
sections of Powers Bluff 
County Park, a recreational 
site that is also the site of 
Indian burial grounds was 
placed on the National 
Register of Historic Places 
following representatives 
of various tribes educating 
the county about the site’s

significance. 

Harris explained that 
the campground and park 
consists of an estimated 35 
acres, valued at about $200K. 
Because he is concerned 
about the damage being 
done to the mounds, he has 
contacted among others, State 
Archeologist John Broihahn 
and Ho-Chunk Nation 
Archeologist Jay Toth. He 
continued that the current 
owners have not responded 
to certified letters sent by him 
and Broihahn. 

He is concerned that 
because there is no notice 
that the mounds are there, the 
damage will continue. “It’s 
devastation by a thousand 
cuts,” he said. He added 
that he hopes to contact the 
individual trailer owners to at 
least make them aware of the 
significance of the site. 

Toth explained that he

has worked with other 
communities to restore 
mounds that have later 
become tourist attractions 
and educational tools. He 
estimated the mounds at the 
site are 800-1,000 years old 
and believes that though 
damage has been done, there 
are still enough of the mounds 
to preserve. He identified 
nearly 40 mounds at the 
site, including three Bear, 
one Effigy, two Linear, one 
Club Linear, one Oval, one 
Biconical and 30 Conical. 

He noted that the Nation 
has complained about the 
desecration of the mounds in 
the past and attributes their 
destruction to people simply 
knowing their significance. 
“Imagine people pulling up 
campers and setting them up 
in a local cemetery. People 
would have a riot over that.”

Twelve pool shooting 
members of the Ho-Chunk 
Nation were among the 160 
participants in the “Shooting 
for a Cure-Breast Cancer 
Research Tournament” held 
April 2-3 in Wisconsin 
Rapids. 

Tournament organizer, 
Doris Laskowski reported 
that this year approximately 
$30,000, including a $5,000 
donation from the Ho- 
Chunk Nation was raised 
through entree fees, raffles 
and donations. In ten years, 
the tournament has now 
raised over $200,000, with 
all proceeds going to the 
Marshfield Clinic to aid their 
research to find a cure for 
breast cancer. 

In recognition of the 
Nation’s donation, thought 


to be the largest single 
contribution, tribal member 
Cheryl Brinegar, who 
introduced the proposal to the 
Ho-Chunk Legislature, who 
later authorized the donation, 
received a pool stick from 
Jacoby Custom Cues in 
Nekoosa. 

Along with the Nation’s 
donation, tribal member Cari 
Spera donated a hand-made 
blanket that was later raffled 
off. 

The tournament was 
conducted in an 8 -Ball double 
elimination format, though 
each player was guaranteed at 
least eight games. 

In the competition, Larry 
Littlegeorge placed second 
in the Men’s Division of 32 
players and Missy Redcloud 
placed seventh in the 
Women’s Division of 128 
players.
